8. L. McWilliams Shot Dead 
in Store by Jesse Cooner. 
Cooner Says His Life Was 
Threatened. 


Macon, Ga., November 18.—S. I. Me- 
Williams, 1 years old, prominent mer- 
chant and president of the McVrill- 
lams-Rankin company, was shot and 
Killed at 11 o'clock tonight by Jesse 
Cooner, one of his clerks. 

The two had quarreled, and Co ner 
announced that he was going to ouit. 
McWilliams is alleged to have used 
violent language in reply. Cooner went | 
to the back of the store, obtained a re- 
volver and came back and shot Mc- 
Williams. The bullet pierced MeV 
liams’ heart, and he died instantly. 

Immediately after the shooting 
young Cooner walked to the sheriff's 
office, several blocks away, and gave 
‘himself up. There he declared that 
| while standing In front of the store 
he had told hts employer he was going 
to quit the store and get a job else- 
where, 

According to Cooner, McWilliams, 
with an oath, drew a pistol from his 
pocket and. pressing the gun above 
Cooner's heart, told him he could not 
quit. A few minutes later, he said, 
McWilliams put the gun up, and he 
managed to get to the rear of the 
store, where he had e gun in his own 
coat. Taking 1t out, Cooner said he 
walked to the front of the store, and 
without further ado hot his empluyer. 

McWilliams was 51 years of age, and 
has been in business here fourteen 
years. He leaves a wife and daughter, 
Miss Olive, who resides at 652 Pine 
street. 

Young Cooner has been in the em- 
ploy of the firm four years, coming 
here from Fort Valley. He was con- 
sidered a valuable man, and much of 
the details of the business was left in 
Dis care. 

When McWilliams’ body was picked 
up an open knife was found tightly 
j clenched In the hand. A loaded pistol 
{was taken from his pocket.

Woodward Believes That 
Old Deed, Just Turned| 
Over to Him, Will Settle 
City’s Ownership Claim. 


Atlanta's title to Lakewood Park, a 
tract of 368 acres worth approximately 
$160,500, iz clear according to @ record 
which was unearthed by Mayor James 
G. Woodward, Saturday morning. 

Among the old papers in the posses- 
sion of the Trust Company of Georgia 
there is a deed executed by N, B. Har- 
din, the original owner of a parcel of 
the land, to A. J. Appling. Hardin 
trans‘erred the entire tract of 125 acres 
for a Valuable consideration, and in 
the deed it is specifically set forth that 
the transfer did not include 111-4 
acres which the city @cquired in 1873. 

Mayor Woodward's attention was di- 
rected to the deed by John K. MacDon- 
ald, trust officer of the Georgia Trust 
Company, and an investigation will be 
made of the transaction on Monday. 

Belleves tt WIN Quash Clatm. 

According’ to Mayor Woodward, the 
deed will have the effect of quashing 
the claim of Mra, Mary L. Hardin and 
other heirs of N. B. Hardin. 

‘Through their attorney, Colonel 
Howell Erwin, the heirs made a de- 
mand on the city to restore twelve 
acres of th: Lakewood tract. They 
contend that in the year 1873 the city 
acquired, through ecndemnation pro- 
ceeding: elve acres of the tract by 
paying Hardin $1,200 for it, Attorney 
Erwin, in setting forth the claim of 
the Hard!: heirs, declared that at the 
time the city acquired the property it 
was specifically understood that it was 
to ve used for waterworks purposes and 
that when the city abandoned the prop- 
erty and moved the waterworks to the 
Chattahoochee river it forfeited its 
right to further use of the property. 

Mayor Woodward stated Saturday 
that the deed in the possession of the 
Trust Company of Georgia will settle 
tho dispute forever, and that it will 
annul the claim for the restoration of 
the property or its approximate werth, 
$12,000. 


“The deed, as I understand it, shows 
plainly that In 1878, five years after 
the elty acquired a parcel of the land, 
that Hardin sold 125 acres to Appling,” 
Mayor Woodward sald. “I understand 
further tat the deed excepts 111-4 
acres which, it states, was formerly 
transferred to the city of Atlanta. If 
that is the case, the Hardin heirs have 
no claim whatever on any part of the 
tract of Tz acrea ig which the twelve 
acres now sought !s @ part, but that 
Appling or his heirs have a better 
claim. This deed skuts the Hardin 
heirs out entirely, and vests the city 
with ownership.” 

Says City Has Title.

Mexic Insurgents Capture 


Juarez and Begin to Shoot 
Huerta’s Troops—Federal 
Officers to Be Executed. 


El Paso, Texas, November 15.—For 
the sixth time in the last three years 
Ciudad Juarez changed governments 
when 2000 rebels, led by General 
Pancho Villa, attacked and captured 
the town between 2:30 and 5 o'clock 
this morning. Taken by surprise the 
federal garrison of about 400 men put 
up a weak resistance. 

So unprepared for the battle were 
the federal defenders, that Villa's 
troops actually reached the center of 
the town before a shot ,was fired. 

Executing the Prisoners. 

Executions of federal prisoners cap- 
urned by General Villa's rebel troops 
today at Juarez have begun. ‘The order 
for the execution of many prisoners 
has been issued directly by General 
Villa and at different periods, during 
the day the firing squad took out men 
and shot them. 


Colonel Enrique Portillo, commander 
of the federal volunteer troops in the 
Juarez battle, was executed at noon 
today by a firing squad commanded by 
Major Cornu. Portillo was brought be- 
fore Villa and sentenced to death, after 
which he was taken to the tear of the 
barracks, where he was snct. 

Among others who were executed 
during the day were Enrique Siega, a 
customs officer; Captain Lopez, of the 
federal army, and Commander Buen- 
vides, of the fiscal guards. 

All officers of the federal army will 
be put to death, Major Cornu of Villa's 
staff announced tonight. The soldiers, 
ne sald, would be pardcned and given 
an opportunity to Join the rebel army. 
Whe provisional state government of 
Chihuahua will be estublished in Juarez 
Within th> next few days and the pro- 
vislonal capital will be located there, 
unul the rebels can take Chihvahua 
elty, Colonel John N. Medina, chief 
of the staff vf General Villa, will be 
named provisional governor of the 
state, it was stated at rebel headquar- 
ters In Juarez, . 

Forty Killed in Fighting. 

Although an accurate count has not 
been completed, it is estimated that 
forty persons were killed in the fignt- 
ing. The rebels lost five men, the fed- 
eral dead is estimated at thirty end 
four or. five non-combatants \ were 
killed. Among them was Charles Sex- 
Serson, an El Paso automobile driver, 
who was on the main etreet in -uarez 
in his automobile, 

“No looting," was the order given 
by Villa to his men after the town had 
surrendered, and not a single case of 
theft has been reported. Guards were 
placed at downtown stores, with orders 
to shoot the first man who attempted 
to loot. 

The rebels captured 195 federal pris- 
oners, 95,000 rounds of ammunition, 
two fleld pieces and two machine guns 
—in addition to an Important border 
port of entry and 8 military strategic 
point. 


Huerta’s Commander Is Missing. 


General Francisco Castro, comman- 
der-of the Juarez garrison, is among 
the missing. It is the general opinion 
that he escaped. No trace of him or 
his body has been found, His scab- 
Dard, sword and epaulets were found 
in his residence, and General Villa has 
them for souvenirs, 

El Paso police this afternoon thought 
they had captured General Castro in 
El Paso, but the prisoner proved to be 
a colonel from the Juarez garrisons He 
was sent to Fort Bliss a prisoner. 

Bullets fell thick in E] Paso during 
the attack, and Chester L. Burnett, a 
messenger’ boy, was shot through the 
hand while walking the streets in the 
early hours, Almost all the down- 
town business structures were hit by 
bullets. All El Paso was aroused by 
the ‘fring, and the streets were soon 
filled “with people. Miraculougly no 

hers were struck. 

United States troops took station 
near the international boundary, and 
held the “Americans away from the dan- 
ger zone as much as possible while the 
battle lasted. 

Order was quickly restored in Juarez 
after the capitulation, and this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock street car service be- 
tween El Paso and Juarez was re- 
sumed, and Americans began to flock 
to the Mexican city. Little damage 
was done in Juarez, as the rebels had 
no cannon. 


Protection for Americans. 

Villa assured Mayor C. B. Kelly, 
El Paso, that all Americans would re- 
ceive protection. They met in the 
center of the international bridge at 
noon today, and later Mayor Kelly 
accompanied Villa to the Juarez cus- 
toms house, the new rebel headquar- 
ters, where they talked for a few min- 
utes. Mayor Kelly, on his return, or- 
dered the bridges opened, and traffic 
between the towns was resumed. 

Villa expressed regret that an Amer- 
ican had been killed, and declared that 
it the federals came from Chihuahua 
to attempt to retake Juarez ne would 
meet them south of the town and pre-

War Department Chief Says 
the People Do Not Regard 
Army in Proper Attitude. 


New York, November 15.—Secretary 
of War Garrison declared at a dinner 
given in his nono? at the Lotus Club 
tonight, that the people of the United 
States, as a whole, did not regard the 
army in the proper attitude. 

“For one thing,” said he, “J think 
the people fall to, discriminate between 
their absolute hatred of bloodshed and 
war and the function of the army In 
respect thereto. For the fireman, 
physician, engineer and for the clergy 
man, none of us have words other than 
of praise and encouragement. And yet 
for the soldier, whose very presence is 
a protection against others attempting 
to use force and whcse efforts in our 
behal? when force is used against us 
are essential to our defense, the people 
have either a negligent attitude or 
very oftén one of disapproval. I can- 
not on any reasonable ground account 
for this. 

“If it’ were true that the officers and 
men of the army were swaggering Dul- 
Lies, seeking to engage in war for war's 
sake, or undesjrable citizens who 
brought disgrace upon the uniform and 
the country, there would be reason for 
this public attitude. But exactly, the 
contrary is the case. The army. both 
officers’and men, never was of higher 
tone than today, nor as high, in my 
opinion. 

“No sane man possibly can think 
that a nation situated as is the United 
States with respect to the world, could 
do without an army. We afi beileve 
that the, tendency of the American 
government is toward righteousness; 
that we have no desire for aggrandize- 
ment, for oppression or for taking 
away from any one or any nation that 
which rightfully belongs to it Bur 
we also know that it takes two to keep 
the peace and we cannot safeguard the 
interests of our people without the 
force ccnstantly ready to maintain 
and secure it.” 

Secretary Garrison cited as proofs of 
the efficient character of the army the 
numerous instances in which it has 
been effectively used, especially in re- 
lief work during floods, forest fires and 
other great disasters. 

“In view of all this,” Mr. Garrison 
concluded, I am sure I will not be 
accused of lack of mcdésty In repeat- 
ing that I am wholeheartedly proud of 
the army of the United States and of 
what !t has done.”

Huerta's expression on the heels of 
Carranza’s utterance was regarded by 
high officials here, in fact, ag an effort 
to show no less patriotism than the 
constitutionalist chief at this time 

The Washington government does 
not consttue its activities in the situ- 
ation as Included in the terms “inter- 
ference” or “mediation.” The Wash- 
ington viewpoiht is that the United 
States has the right to say exactly on 
what conditions {t will recognize any 
government. It has sought to empha- 
size through its representatives that 
under no conditions would Huerta or 
any one of the group surrounding him 
be recognized and has announced also 
that it will not recognize the legality 
of any acts of the Mexican congress 
which was scheduled te convene today. 

By making its position similarly 
clear to other foreign governments, tne 
United States has secured the acqul- 
escence in its views of every great 
power, without exception. It is sole- 
ly through the question of recognition 
and the desire for a restoration of con- 
stitutional government that the United 
States bases its right:to inform Mexi- 
\co of what appears to the Washington 
)government the only course that will 
lead to friendly and: regular interna- 
tional relations. 

Washington and the Rebels, 

As to the constitutlonalists, _ the 
United States also has refrained from 
direct interference, according to the 
Washington view, for the parleys be- 
tween William Bayard Hale and Gen-

Carranza Will Consider. No 
Peace Terms Not Predicated 
on Overthrow of Dictator. 


Nogales, ‘Sonora, Mexico, November 
18.—General Venustiano Carranza will 
not ccnsider any means of accomplish- 
ing peace in Mexico not predicated on 
the absolute elimination of Huerta 
The. constitutionalists’ political and 
military leader tojay issued the fol- 
lowing announcement in characteristic 
brevity and directnes: 
‘We will recognize nobody who suc- 
ceeds Huerta by the power which he 
has usurped, 
This statement was 
various suggestions reaching here 
through the press and semi-officlal 
chxnnels that certain persons might be 
acceptable to both Huerta.and Carransa 
as president ad interim, No name yet 
suggested to Carranza has brought an 
encouraging reply. 
Successes of the revolutionists, re- 
ported today, added greatly in the al- 
ready cheerful attitude vf officials here 
attending the negotiations conducted 
with Washington through William 
Bayard Hale, as representative of 
President Wilson. It was asserted 
that while the hitherto unrecognized 
revolutionists now had direct and 
friendly relations with Washington, 
Provisional President Huerta had none. 
Revolution Is Spreading. 


The taking today of Juarez by Villa's 
forces, the capture yesterday of Culla- 
can, capital of Sinaloa, and the attack 
today on Victoria, capital of Tamaull- 
pas, on the gulf of Mexico, it was as- 
serted, would affect, materially, the 
international status of the revolution- 
ists. It was asserted the revolution 
had doubled in importance interna- 
tionally in the last week. 

The suspense incident to the pending 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States ‘was lightened-today by the mes- 
sage in which General Herta congrat- 
ulated General Carranza on his stand. in 
regard tv mediation by any forelgn 
nation. On all sides the matter was 
taken lightly. It was received with 
amusement and was not considpred 
Ukely to affect tne attitude of the 
atexican people in general toward the 
United States. 

“Let him say, what he likes.” said 
Carranza. The insurgent received the 
message in his quarters at the muni- 
cipal palace where he remained during 
the morning. 

It was said at noon that no appoint- 
ments had been made for further meet- 
ings between William Bayard Hale and 
the constitutionallats officers. 

Control Halt of Mexico, 
Cullacan was the last capital of the 
northern and Pacific coast states of 
Mexico to fall to the rebel arms.

Therefore births 
and deaths and contagious diseases 
must be reported and by some one 
Whose business it is to report same, 
This is necessary in order that. such 
steps as are needed to prevent ‘life and 
health waste’ in each section might be 
taken. The general public becomes 
panic-stricken On the existence of some 
diseases and we should have some ex= 
pert in the diagnosis of these public 
health diseases to report on same, 
after seeing them, and to advise as to 
their cause and prevention. 

What Should Be His Compensation, 


“In studying the systems of public 
health of the various southern states 
We are impressed with the Inefficiency 
of the county health service. To se- 
cure the best results the couity board 
health should be organized in a way 
ty stimulate and to utilize local iniative 
inder proper control. ‘The perish 
health board in Louisiana seems to have 
embodied this principle in that it is 
given the power to make rules and 
regulations for the health of the par- 
ish Theve rules are under the general 
supervision of the state board. ‘Ine 
county officer should be paid a suffici- 
ent sum to warrant him in giving his 
entire time to the service. The fact 
that many—a large percentage—are 
required to practice medicine to support 
themselves and families is the prime 
reason of their inefficient service. His 
ohuld depend on the 
of services he should render. If 
an officer's services are not what they 
then allaw him to resign and 
man in charge who can and 
Jer efficient service, and then 
him well for same. The protection 
the health of a county is certainly 
worth as much as the protection of 
deeds and records of property of same 
and the compensation should be at least 
that of the clerk of the superior court 
of a county 
| "The laws of Georgia provide that 
the cvunty commissioners of roads and 
|revenues ‘or the ordinary, as the case 
may be, may levy a tax for sanitation. 
It is also allowed taxes for school pur- 
poses lo be used in teaching hygiene. 
Therefore, by co-operation of these two 
agencies, sufficient funds for meeting 
his salary and expenses could be read- 
ly and easily provided. This officer 
should be pald a salary and reasonable 
expenses and should be required to 
report to the county board of educa- 
county board of health and the 
state oburd of health. 
In Our State Ready for Thint 
Education of the people is neces- 
sary for them to properly appreciate 
this work. This has. in a large meas- 
ure, been accomplished in many of 
cur’ counties by the free dispensaries 
and lectures in the eradication of hook- 
worm disease—teaching by practical 
demonstration—by the general publici- 
ty of the state board of health, by the 
untiring efforts of the women's clubs, 
by the lofty attitude of the press, by 
the attitude of the department of edu- 
cation and many other social and civic 
|agencies. The counzy board of roads 
and revenues of Wate county have in 
particular, shown special interest in 
this matter, so has the city of Way- 
cross. They realize that the social 
Structure of thelr community shows 
Itself In three definite forms, in health, 
in wealth, and in cutlure, each follow: 
ing the other. They have under ad- 
visement a@ bill providing for the co- 
operation of the city and county in 
providing a full time health officer. 
Many other counties are willing to do 
|likewise, and all we need to do is to 
provide ‘the proper legislation and we 
will be astonished at the large num- 
ber of counties taking advantage of It. 
“The state has provided the state 
board of health with one of the best 
equipped laboratories in the south, and 
by the proper. organization of county 
boards of health can give Invaluable 
service to the people. ‘This will carry 
out the idea so successfully carried out 
by the Universtiy of Wisconsin, that 
of taking the state board of health 
to the people and the physicians. With 
this organization perfected and with 
an officer in each county who gives 
his entire time to  this- work, there 
would be, no doubt, in a few’ yeai 
an entire change of health conditions 
in our state and we would then be 
able to ‘come into our own.’”

Signals to the Women's Organizations’ 
that Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb presented for 
our consideration. ‘nat organization 
is a good thing needs no demonstra- 
tion. But there is danger in over- 
organization. Better concentrate our 
efforts than scatter our energies. Don't 
try to do all the work that Is to be 
done in the world at one time. Lack of 
system in club officials stands as a 
signal of danger. Unworthy members 
have brought into clubs all sorts of 
troubles; selfishness, personal advance- 
trent, social prestige having been mo- 
tives prompting some to work for thelr 
own aggrandizement, There is danger 
of women over-stepping their mark of 
usefulness. When we depart from the 
purpose for which we were organized 
Wwe approach the danger line. 

We need leaders, but there is danger 
in one Woman rule We must be demo- 
cratic not autocratic. Jealousy and 
envy are two of our very worst ene- 
mies, and the danger signal should 
pe thrown out here.

Men of the north and 
men of the south met and grasped 
hands and exchanged stories at Get- 
tysburg, last July; women of the south 
must stand by them In peace overtures 
as nobly as they did in war prepara- 
tlone.

Letter to Chapter Regents 
Sent Out by Mrs. Foster‘ 


My Dear Madam Regent: As we are 
ushering in a new month, it might be 
well to call your attention to the fact. 
that November is rich in revolutionary 
anniversaries. On November 15, f 
the thirteen states, by thelr 
sentatives, entered into artricles of con 
(tederation. 

By these articles the styles of the 
confederacy was to be “The United 
States of America,” and each state 
was to retain lis sovereixnity and In- 
dependence, and every power, jurisdic- 
tion and right which was not express- 
ly delegated to the confederation. A 
firm league was entered Into, by which 
the states were to be united for com- 
mon defense and for securing their 
liberties and mutual and general wel- 
fare. These articles were to be sub- 
mitted to the legislature of the several 
states for thelr approval and ratifica- 
Hon. John Bickinson is supposed. to 
hava been tM author of the articles 
of confederat¥on, but as the work cf 
the committee was done in secret that 
point has never been determined. The 
articles were ratified during the next 
{itteen months by all states except 
Maryland, she, finally signing, March, 

November 3, 1783, marked the form 
disbandoning of the army. On Novem- 
ber 20, 1782, Great Britain acknow 
edged the independence of the United 
States. These are a few of the rev- 
olutionary anniversaries fcr Novem- 

er.

Many Problems Arise to 
Worry Officials Charged 
With Collecting the Tax. 
Some Will Escape Tax. 


By Jobe Corrigan, Jr 

Washington, November 15.—( Special.) 
New phases of the income tax problem 
@re arising; daily to perplex officials 
of the treasury department. 

Frofiting by the experience of Eng- 
land during the last fifty years, It is 
Provided that the income must be col- 
lected at the source. This takes in not 
‘only the big corporations, but the aver- 
age. business man. One who pays to 
another rent, interest, or salary in ex- 
cess of $3,000 is the source of that 
other's income and must deduct the tax 
before making payment. 

Nat Goodwin, the actor, will be re- 
quired to deduct the federal tax from 
the alimony he pays his several for- 
mer wives. 

Occupants of a big office building 
or apartment house, who pay less than 
93,000 annually, will not be required 
to deduct any tax from the amount of 
their rent, but will merely state what 
they pay, wo that the aggregate income 
of th. landlord may be known and tax. 
ed accordingly. 

So puzzled have the big banks, trust 
companies and other Mnancial institu

‘That a large element of taxable in- 
come will escape taxation is inevitable.

No law was ever framed and none 
probably could be framed that did not 
some time bear unjustly on somebody. 
Thus it is conceivable that income from 
& particular class of property may be 
overtaxed and leave the recipient of the 
income no redress but to appeal for a 
Tebate at the end of the year. 

Such a case is cited by Staurt H 
Peterson, the expert retained by a co! 
mittee representing the New York trust 
companies. He imagines a banker with

Incomes That Are Exempt.

Each individual has the right to say 
where he will claim his exemption 
Thus !f an unmarried man hes a sal 
ary of $4,000, and an outside incom: 


file a clalm for the beneft of his ex- 
emption with his employer. The latter 
would then only deduct $10 to pay the 
income tax instead of $40. Or the in- 
dividual might prefer to reverse the 
exemption and claim it on his bonds. 
He has that option. However, to be on 
the safe side, he must-file a claim for 
his exemption somewhere. Even if 
some of his bonds are federal or local 
government bonds and are tax free, all| 
certiflates are a matter of record. He 
may be later called on to explain why 
he has not made @ return. 


The Rate of Taxation. 


It is generally anticipated that the 
income tax law will yleld a very large 
revenue to the government. The com- 
parative ease of collection and the fact 
that only 450,000 of the entire popu- 
lation will feel it, Is expected to lead 
gradually to a larger and increasingly 
larger part of the national revenues 
being raised in this way. 

While the wealthy men whose in- 

comes are taxed will be more critical 
of congressional extravagance, it is not 
likely that the general public, the 
100,000,000 who are not afte ed, will 
grieve much over increases in this tax. 
Congress will surely advance at an 
early date the tax on the higher in- 
comes, and just as surely spend the 
money. 
In the event of war or any great na- 
tional emergency requiring large ap- 
propriations, an increase in the rate 
bn incomes will speedily yield @ vast 
Qmount. of additional ‘revenue. The 
value of the tax in such a grave enrer- 
gency should lead to caution in normal 
times. 

The great Gladstone strongly recom- 
mended a resort to the income tax only 
as an emergency measure It Is not 
likely, however, that this tax will ever 
disappear from our national fiscal sys- 
tem, nor is it likely that the $3,000 
limit of exemption will ever be reduced.

Montreal, November 15+The steam 
collier Bridgeport, sailing from Sydney, 
Cape Breton, with a crew of forty-two 
and a cargo of 19,000 tons of coal, has 
been lost and probably all aboard have 
perished, according to an official an- 
nouncement made today by the Domin- 
jon Coal company, which chartered the 
vessel 

Wreckage found on the shores of

According to information received by 
the Dominion Coal company this wreck- 
age has been identified sufficiently to 
make reasonably certain the presump- 
tion that the lost vessel was the 
Bridgeport. No word of the crew has 
been received and the opinion prevails | 
that they met death in the icy waters 
of the St. Lawrence. 

The Bridgeport sailed from Sydney 
on November 1 with coal for Montreal. 
She was overdue and fears had been 
held during the past 48 hours that she 
had failed to weather the storm of the 
past week

ON SUNSET LINE 


Only Hope of Settling the 
Strike Is in Federal Med- 
iation Board—No Act of 
Violence Reported. 


‘Houston, Texas, November 15.—One 
of two peace proposals in the Southern 
Pacific strike was refused by the 
strike leaders here today. They re- 
jected Julius Kruttschnitt's offer to 
confer with the federated unicns’ 
board on the ground that it wes an 
evasion. President Wilson's move for 
mediation remained as the only appat- 
ent hope for speedy settlement. 

The statement by the federated 
board on Mr, Kruttschnitt's offer 
read 

“Once more the Southern Pacific 
officals are evading the issue. Mr.| 
Kruttschnitt proposes the formulation 
of some plan to adjust future griev- 
ances without any regard to those ex- 
isting. Such being the case, we cam 
as matters stand, have no reply.” 

Mr. Kruttschnitt’s offer was to dis- 
uss with a representative committee 
of the four labor organizations now on! 
strike the question of inaugurating a 
system of dealing with controversies 


| through a joint committee represent- 


ing all four organizations. 
Tie-Up Is Complete. 

Meanwhile, except for a few pas- 
senger trains, the entire Sunset-Cen- 
tral system will be completely tied up. 
Not one aot of violence had been re- 
ported on the 2,400 miles of idle track.

Sen- 
ator Lea also charged in the public 
prints that the policy of the’ Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad company, under 
President Milton .B, Smith's adminis- 
tration, was similar, and the conse- 
quences would be the same as was the 
policy’ of President Mellen, of the New 
York, New Haven and Haftford Rail- 
road company. The senator went fur- 
ther and said that the same result 
which caused the New Haven stock to 
fall from over 300 to 80 or 90 had 
caused the Louisville and Nashville 


stock to drop from 160 to 139, its pres- 
lent market value. Senator Lea did not 
‘state that a drop in all other railorad 
stocks, as well as other securities, has 
been substantial in the past few

ness depression extending world-wide. 


Did Not ~now. 


“Either Senator Lea did not know 
what he was talking about when he 
attempted to compare the New Haven 
system with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system, or his purpose was to 
make an unfair comparison of two 
properties and two administrations 
which were entirely dissimilar, TI 
calamitous result of the New Haven 
road, under. President Melien, as the 
public is informed, was brought about 
by the acquisition of unprofitable lines, 
purchased at fancy prices, for the pur- 

ose of monopolyzing traffic in New 
England, and with the desire to issue 
large quantities of stock. In a great 
many of these purchases the invest- 
ment was unwise, and very few profit- 
able, making operations unprofitable, 
which seriously undermined the entire 
system. . 

“President Milton H. Smith has not 
followed such a practice, nor has fe 
paid high prices for unprofitable trib- 
utaries, but he has, with caution and 
great foresight, built up the Louls 
ville and Nashville system so that to- 
day it ranks, not only in the south, but 
in the country, as one of the leading 
and successful railroad systems. A 
study of the component parts of the 
system will reveal no effort to stifle 
competition, but a purpose to build up 
a well-organized transportation sys- 
tem. 

“Substantially all the information 
sought by Senator Lea's senate resolu- 
tion, as to the relation between the 
Louisville and Nashville and other 
Ines in its eystem, Is to be found in 
published annual reports of this com- 
Pany to the interstate commerce com- 
mission, as well as to the state com- 
missions and state authorities of the 
respective states in which the Louis. 
ville and Nashville operates its lines. 
This has been a matter of public record 
for years, and the slightest Investiga- 
tion of these reports will furnish the 
information as above stated.

It has been the illfortune of Geor- 
gia inventors to receive scant recog: 
nition from the outside world. While 
Dr. Crawford W. Long has for many 
years been given due credit by the 
people of his native state for the 
epoch-making discovery of anesthe- 
tia, only recently have his claims be 
gun to be recognized by the world at 
large, and even now the vast majority 
of educated people outside of Georgla 
are divided in opinion between the 
rights of a Scotchman and a Massa- 
chusetts dentist to priority in a dis- 
covery in which undisputed records 
show that the Georgian was several 
years in advance of either. 

The Rev. F. R. Goulding, who ts 
remembered as the author of several 
charming books still réad by children, 
is said to have made a sewing ma- 
chine, which was used by his wife, 
some time before the machine of Elias 
Howe, the accredited inventor of that 
labor-saving device was heard of. 


THEY BEAT FULTON 
BY 20 YEARS, 


Now, almost twenty years before 
Robert Fulton made his successful ex- 
periment in steam navigation with the 
“Clermont” on the- Hudson, |. Briggs 
and William Longstreet, two Geor 
gians, had built an engine to be used 
in a steamboat, which operated suc- 
cessfully before that of Fulton. 

This fact is attested by the patent 
alluded to above, granted by an act 
of the Georgia legislature passed at 
Augusta, February 1, 1788, giving the 
Inventors the exclusive rights to their 
device for a period of fourteen years. 
This curious and most interesting old 
document, which seems never to have 
been published before, is as follows 

“An account of the construction and 
principles of Briggs and Longstreet's 
steam engine; for the exclusive use 
of which a privilege was granted to 
the inventors for fourteen years by 
an act of the legislature passed at 
Augusta the Ist day of February, 
“788. 

The engine consists of a boiler, two 
ylinders und a condenser, construct- 
ed in the following manner, viz. 

The boiler consis:s of two metallic 
\ lobular or néarly so, placed 
one within the other, so as to leave

LONGSTREET WAS 
SOLE INVENTOR. 


Although the device was very crude, 
|it embodied all the principles that 
were subsequently used in double 
action steam engines, operating either 
as locomotives or on steamboats. Wil- 
liam Longstreet is credited with be 
ing the sole inventor. The connection 
of Briggs with the device probably 
came about through financial help 
which he extended to Longstreet in 
securing the patent. The latter is 
known to have been a poor financier, 
regarded by his neighbors as an im- 
practical dreamer and always pressed 
for funds with which to make his ek- 
periments. 

No stronger or more pathetic proof 
could be given of the way the man 
was misunderstood by the men of his 
own time than is furnished by the 
laconic note which the recorder of tne 
patent has placed opposite the names 
of the patentees in the index. It is 
as follows: 

“Briggs 
(nothing).” 

Not having the funds with which 
to build a boat large enough to hold 
passengers, Longstreet first construct- 
ed a miniature model only two or 
three feet long, hoping thereby :o give 
® practical demonstration of his theo- 
ry that would arouse interest and 
secure for him financial support. The 
lite device worked all right. But 
the people said it was only a toy, and 
le. it go at that. 

After appealing to various friends 
in the vicinity of Augusta, which was 
his home town, for encouragement in 
putting his invention on a successful 
footing, the {dea finally struck him 
of addressing himself to the governor 
of that time, Edward Telfair. He 
wrote as follows: 


HIS LETTER TO 


GOV. TELFAIR. 


“September 26, 1790—Edward Tel- 
fair, Governor of Georgia—Sir: I 
make no doubt but you have heard 
of my stamboat and as often heard 
it laughed at. But in this I have only 
shared the fate of all other projectors, 
for it has uniformly been the custom 


of every country to ridicule even :he 
greatest inventions until use 


proved their utility. 

“My not reducing my scheme to prac- 
tice has been a little unfortunate for 
me, I confess, and perhaps for tho 
people in general, but until very lately 
I did not think that either artists or 
material could be had in the place 
sufficient. However, necessity, that 
grand science of invention, has fur- 
nished me with an idea of perfecting 
my plans almost entirely with wooden 
materials, and by such workmen as 
may be got here, and from a thorough 
confidence of its success, I have pre- 
sumed to ask your assistance and pat- 
ronage. 

“Bhould it succeed, agreeable to my 
expectations, I hope I shall discover 
that source of duty which such favors 
always merit, and should it not suc- 
ceed your reward must lie with other 
unlucky adventurers. 

"For me to mention to you the ad 
vantages arising from such a machine 
would be tedious, and, indeed, quite 
unnecessary. Therefore, I have taken 
the liberty to state in this plain and 
humble manner my wish and opinion, 
which I hope you will excuse, and will 
remain either with or without appro-

ORIGINAL LETTER 
HAS BEEN LOST. 


The foregoing appeal, really zouch- 
ing in its earnestness and simplicity, 
was for a long time among the rec- 
ords of the executive office.

as the answer, if there were one, has 
long since been lost; but this much is 
certain, his excellency regarded the 
man like most of the rest of his con- 
lemporaries, as a dreamer, and offered 
him no assistance. 

‘The dauntless inven‘or kept right 
on, however, for fifteen years longer. 
It was in 1806 that he finally man- 
aged to get a steamboat constructed 
of sufficient size to give a really un- 
answerable demonstration of the 
practicability of his invention. 

The crude craft was launched upon 
the Savannah river aud a crowd of 


rent with equal ease. With gaping 
mouths those who stood on the banks 
of the river could hardly believe the 
witness of their own eyes. They now 
applauded the inventor vigorously and 
gave him a :riumphant reception 
when he pushed the nose of his boat 
against the bank and returned ashore. 

But no matter what they thought 
now, they certainly never dreamed for 
& moment that an invention had been 
made which was to make an epoch in 
the history of the world. 


HOW FULTON WON 
THE HONOR. 


But while Longstreet was toiling 
away for years amid hardships and 
staggering discouragements, another 
inventor was working on the same 
Idea under far fairer auspices. Some 
yeats after the Georgian had secured 
his patent from his state, Robert Ful- 
tof was presented to Napoleon, fire: 
consul, by our then minister to 
France, Robert Livingston. -The 
American wished to demonstrate the 
Working qualities of a new water- 
Graft on which he had been laboring. 
The great Frenchman listened with 
Interest, warmly welcomed the young 
inventor and offered him funds. But 
the first experiments did not succéed, 
and Napoleon, about to be made em- 
beror and having his mind engrossed, 
as he imagined, in matters of far 
vaster importance, withdrew his favor 
and his financial assistance. 

Fulton greatly discouraged, re- 
turned to his native land to resume 
his experiments there. His final tri- 
umphant success with the “Cler- 
mont” on the Hudson river is well- 
known to every school child of 10 
years. He has been acclaimed by the 
world as the first man who demon- 
strated the feasibility of steam navi- 
gation. But that was in 1807. Fully 
a year and probably more than that 
before this the Georgian, unknown 
and unacclaimed, had by a@ similar 
successful experiment on the Savan- 
nah river demonstrated the same 
thing. 

Fulton promptly applied for and 
secured a patent from the United 
States government for his invention. 
Longstreet was unable to go to Wash-

Then, there are other situations be- 
side those of ;; photographic nature to 
which the newspaper photographer 
must be qual. Not infrequently are 
they called upon to cover news stories 
on which their papers have not put 
reporters, This geverally happens on 
out-of-town assignment: 

One instance of this kind I recall 
during the Godbee trial at Millen. A 
paper which was covering the trial 
with a special man from Savannah, 
found their correspondent absent from 
Millen.on the day of the verdict. One 
of the paper's staff photographers was 
in Millen. He was ordered by wire 
to cover the verdict. He answered 
that, insomuch as his labors had been 
confined to photography, he wasn't 
sufficiently versed in the art of re 
Porting to competently report the 
case.

‘Write the story just as you would 
write a letter home.” ,

“I suppose you've heard about what hap- 
pened to Jim Parsnip™' observed the retired 
merchant.

DID RAVAILLAC HAVE ACCOMPLICES? 


The assessination of Henry IV of. France 
ended the era of famous political murders. 
These murders were of such a nature that 
@ conspiracy was Invariably suggested and 
strong effort was always made to figure 
out who ‘had been the accomplices to be 
followed by an effort to bring those higher 
in power to justice, but such effort invaria- 
bly fatled. 

When Francis Ravaillac assassinated 
Henry IV on the day after the coronation’ 
of his queen, Mary de Medici, in the Ferro- 
niere street at Paris, where his carriage had 
stopped a few minutes, the assassin was 
executed so speedily and with such revolting 
barbarity, but not even the repeated appli- 
cation of the torture elicited the least in- 
formation as to the motives or the accom- 
plices which he may have had in his crime. 

Henry was so intermingled in the re- 
Ugious plots of his day that it was really 
a wonder, considering the time, that his 
fe was spared ‘as long as it was. His 
switching from one faith to the other in- 
vited the fanatic’s dagger. But Henry was 
brought up in that perilous time and never 
knew what it was to have fear. Ravaillac 
was a religious fanatic, !t is true, but it 
{s not lkely that he alone and unaided 
succeeded in carrying out his dastardly plot. 

The assassination was the unfortunate 
outcome of a religious controversy which 
time would no doubt have settled amicably 
to all sides had the king been allowed to 
live, for just at the time of his death Henry 
was about to carry into effect a plan for 
the establishing of a great European con- 
federation founded on the ctvil equality of 
Catholics and Protestants and on an equilld- 
rium of power among the great nations of 
Europe. Naturally, then, Henry's death was 
a cruel loss not only for France, but for 
the whole world. 

One thing, however, was accomplished in 
his death—it.ended in France the resorting 
to murder, which during the religious wars 
had taken off Coligny, Henry of Guise and 
the two kings, Henry III and Henry IV, all 
during one generation. But of these only 
the assassination of Henry IV made a last 
ing and profound Impression on his contem- 
Dorarles as well-as on posterity. 

It was one of the most patriotic and 
high-minded thoughts of Voltaire to make 


Henry the Fourth the hero of his epic poem, 
“La Henrlade," which is a noble hymn of 
Uberty and a glorification of religious tol- 
eration. 

It is uncertain whether the profound hor- 
ror which the assassination of Henry caused 
throughout the world, or the terrible pun- 
ishment inflicted on Ravalllac, caused assas- 
sins to desist from their nefarious work, but 
certainly it is that no new assassination of 
a king or any member of the royal family 
of France took place from the death of Hen- 
ty IV to the assassination of the Duc de 
Berry, ‘from 1610 to 1820, 

Upon the death of the Duke of Anjou 
in 1884, Henry became the legitimate heir 
to the crown of France. He became king 
five years later upon the death of Henry 
IL This started a civil war. ~Only the 
southern province of Erance and the Prot- 
estants recognised him as king, while the 
Catholics protested against him and refuaed 
obedience to “him. His conversion to Cathol- 
icism in a great measure ended the contro- 
versy, 

Henry [V's greatest political achieve- 
ment, by which he manifested his farseeing 
ability as a statesman, was the edict of 
Nantes, promulgated on the 13th of Apri. 
1598 It guaranteed freedom of conscience 
and equality before the law to Catholics and 
Protestants: and it was the first great man!- 
festo of religious: toleration issued by any 
ruler. 

Undoubtedly it was this edict of Nentes 
which caused his assassination—an act of 
revenge with which his religious opponents 
paid back the Injury they supposed they 
had received at his hands. 

Ravaillac, the assassin. was of humble 
origin and began life as a “valet de cham- 
bre.” but afterwards became a lawyer and 
also @ teacher of a school. He made. an 
attempt to gain admission to the order of 
Feulllants and also to the Society of Jesus, 
but failed in both. His disappointment fos- 
tered a fanatical temperament, and rumors 
that the king was Intending to make war 
upon the pope suggested, no doubt, to him 
the idea of assassination. Although, as said 
before, in the course of his trial he was fre- 
quently put to the torture, yet he persiat- 
ently—and it is now belleved truly—denied 
that he had been prompted by any one or 
had any accomplic

the south. Now. you can take tallor-made 
clothing, and there is hardly a mail or 
express that does not bring one or more 
suite, and they are all made in the north; 
so far I have never seen a tailo! ade suit 
of clothes shipped here that was made in 
Atlanta,

Money Goes Away. 

Your city raises millions to organize new 
banks, insurance companies and other en- 
terprises, but It seems to me that it would 
pay better to get up a large mail order 
house, and get some of the business right 
at your door. You have all the advantage 
of the northern concerns in the way of rate, 
either by express or mail. For instance. 
the parcel post rate on six pounds, about 


what a suit of clothes weigh, from your 
city to this place is only 10 cents, while the - 
rate on the same amount from Chicago or 
New York is 44 cents. 

Besides the advantage In rates you have 
@ great many other advantages, such as 
quick service and the advantage of being 
@ southern city, for most people would pre-

All of the northern and eastern mail order

{t back: the house wrote him to send it 
back, and they would not only take $t back 
and refund his money, but they would pay 
the carrying charges both ways.

Review of Prof. Brooks’ 
New History of Georgia 


(History of Georgia, by.R. P. Brooks, Associ- 


ate Professor of Georgia History. Univer- 

sity of Georgia, Atkinson, Mentzer & Co. 

Chieago.) 

This History of Georgia by Professor R. 
P. Brooks, of the University of Georgia, is 
going to appeal to a far wider circle of 
readers than the school children tor whom 
it is written. The thoughtful lover of bis 
state who is jealous of her honor and her 
true greatness is given the rare treat in 
this book of seelng her defended and justi- 
fled, where she is defensible and justifiable, 
by a@ scholar, In a sclolar’s cool, unimpas- 
sioned, almost matter-of-fact manner. It {s 
fascinating reading—the story of the coloni- 
gation, of the acquisition of territory from 
the savages, of the. growth of slavery 
through the invention of the cotton gin, the 
study of the growth and development of the 
black belt, with its economic causes and ef- 
fects, the carefully prepared maps illustrat- 
ing the tides in the population. particularly 
the immense expansion of south Georgia in 
the last few decades—all are subjects of ab- 
sorbing Interest and treated in a masterly 
manner with, the authority that stamps i 
dependent study of the sources of the state's 
history. The fact. is that this history gets 
away from the ordinary anecdotal retailing 
of trivialities, the customary small beer 
chronicles of political parties and places 
the emphasis where it belongs, upon that 
which is truly vital and significant in the 
social and economic life of the people. 

Tt does a Georgian good to read the chap- 
ters on reconstruction; the mere recital of 
the facts makes his heart swell with pride 
in the sound sense and masterfuiness that 
mark every step which our leaders took in 
those parlous times; the bare facts are their 
overwhelming justification. We can only 
approve heartily of the tact which gives 
small space to the campaigns of the civil 
war outside of the state, but quite justly 
makes a detailed study of Sherman's famous 
march through~Georgia, placing this act of 
infamy in the pillory by means of the same 
cool, calm presentation of the resulis of 
scholarly research. 

The last part of the book, with its ac- 
count of the wonderful achievements of the 
last forty years and its buoyant, optimistic 
outlook upon the future, is perhaps the best 
of all, The chapter on Great Georgians calls 
the roll of the men whose work has illus- 
trated the state in science, Mterature, relig- 
fon and politics; and that is good, too. to 
nourish In the children a just pride in such 
men as Long, Lanier and Harris, whose fame 
has gone beyond a mere parochial reputa- 
tion and become a part of the heritage of the 
wider world.

Blackshear, Ga., November 15.—( 
elal.)—The forty-seventh session of the 


{south Georgia conference will be held 


at Mulberry Street church, Macon, No- 
Yember 26 and December 2... Bishop- 
wrens Aikin Candler, of Atlanta, w 
Bishop Candler presided at the ses- 
sion of the south Georgia conference 
which convened in Thomasville in 1902, 
and he will be most cordially received 
by the ministers and laymen upon his 
episcopal visitation In Macon this year. 
Bishop Candler is noted for dispatch 
of business, fairness of decision, keen 
episcopal insight into the needs of 
charges and the ability of men; with 
his original wit and unique repartee, 
it Is confidently believed that the ap- 
Proaching session of the south Geor- 


j sia conference will be one of the most 


pleasant and profitable within its his- 
ory. 

Macon, the seat of the forty-seventh 
seasion of the south Georgia confer- 
ence, has, for more than a century, been 
the stronghold of the followers of Wes- 
ley. In 1808 a purchase was made trom 
the Creeks, and on a high hill overlook- 
ing the present site of the city of Ma- 
con, now known as Fort Hill, a block~ 
house was built and s post established 
and duly styled Fort Hawkins. 
this new post came many settlers, 
among whom came the Methodist cir- 
cuit rider, the proverbial pioneer of 
civilization in this country. Fort 
Hawkins soon became a fourishing vil- 
lage on the banks of the Ocmulgee 
river, and whose people of Methodist 
faith were a part of a large circuit of 
middle Georgia known as the Ceder 
‘Among these early 
Luke Ross and his 
consecrated wife, and others, who pos- 
sibly held their membership in some 
nearby church in Jones county. 4 

Methodiem took definite shape in 
Macon when, on December 23, 1826, 
Governor G. M. Troup approved an 
act of the legisiature authorizing and 
requiring the commissioners Eppointed 
to lay off the town of Macon, and to 
donate a suitable lot for the benefit of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, having 
due regard for quality and. locality, 
The lot selected was located of the old 
Monroe road, near the site of the La- 
nier house: and a fee simple title to the 
trustees Was executed by the commis- 
sioners. Lots were also granted at 
this period to the Presbyterian church, 
the Bpiseopal church and to the Bap- 


) tists, 


First Chureh Erected Im 1827. 

‘The first Methodist church in Macon 
was erected on the above named site 
during the year 1827, and was ready for 
occupancy early the following Year. 
The following were among the twent 

ersons who composed the mem- 
bership of the ehureh in 1827: Re R. 
Evans and wife, Thomas and Rebecca 
Garnder, Joseph L. Moultrie, Alex Rich- 
ards and wife, James Blanton, M. E. 
Rylander, John and Rebecca Childers, 

Sarah Washington, Mrs. Isaac 
Harvey and daughter, Miss Harvey, 
Miss Ann Gamble, Mi Stallings, Mrs. 
McGregar, and Miss Bmily Boring. The 
year of 1877 marked an onward move- 
ment for Methodism in Macon. 

Not only was a church building erect- 
ed in that year, but a great revival was 
held in.a tent and in a large cotton 
warehouse on Walnut street. There 
moved, glgo, a large number of wealthy 
and Influential Methodists to Macon 
and community, who united with the 
church, among whom were Dr. Myrick, 
Colonel, Flewellen. Tapley, and Simon 
Holt, Edward Hamilton, Thomas Har- 
deman, Robert Fort, Everhard Hamil- 
ton, William Fort and Henry G. Lamar 
and wife. 

The following are the Methodist pas- 
tors who were stationed in Macon prior 
to 1850: Thomas Darley, S K. Hodges, 
Charles Hardy, Ignatius A. Few, Ben- 
Jamin Pope, A. H. Mitchell, 8.’ Law- 
rence, J. W. Talley, Alexander Speer, 
Willis D. Matthews, W. W. Robinson, 
Elijah Sinclaire, John P. Duncan, A. T. 
Mann, George F. Pile: » Samuel An- 
thony, James B. Payne. William M. 
Crumiey, G. J. Pearce and W. R. Bran: 
non—names which are forever linked 
with the history of Methodism in Geor- 
gla. In 1849 Macon led all the cities 
of Georgia with the largest Methodiat 
membership, the number being 447 
whites and 392 colored. Augusta had 
303 white members, Savannah 387 and 
Columbus 375. 

Macon has the honor of having en- 
tertalned the firet session of the Geor- 
gia conference, At the general con- 
ference of 1828, permission was grant- 
ed the old South Carolina conference 
to divide at such time and in such way 
as It saw fit, and accordingly the di- 
vision was made at Columbia, January, 
30, 1820, At this time there were in 
the bounds of the South Carolina con- 
ference 40,383 white members, of which 
20,585 were located in the territory of 
the newly organized Georgia confer- 
ence, With the exception of a portion

Of the Cherokee country, tne Georgi® 
conference covered, with its five 
tricts, ali of Georgia and all the set- 
tled parts of Florida. 

The first annual session of this con- 
ference was held in Macon, January, 
1831, and in the absence of Bisnop 
Joshua Soule, the venerable Lewis 
Meyers was elected president of end 
Preaided over the conference body. At 
this conference eleven young mem were 
admitted on trial into the conference, 
among whom was George Foster 
Pierce, who was elected to fhe episco- 
acy in 1854. Young Pierce was sent 

this conference to the Monticello 
clrouit, 

Since 1831 there have been five ses- 
sions of the Georgin conference held 
in Macon, in the following years: 1836, 
1841, 1846, 1853 and 1862. It is a strik- 
ing coincidence that the last session of 
the Georgia conference which was held 
in Macon convened on the same date, 
November 26, as the opening date of 
the ensuing session of the South Geor- 
gia conference. 

In, 1866, the Georgia conference, was 
divided into the North and South Geor- 

ig conferences, and Macon has enter- 
ained four sessions of the latter 
named, as follows: In 1873, Bishop 
Robert Paine presiding; in 1883, Bishop 

C. Keener presiding: in 1899, Bishop 
G. Haygood presiding, and ‘in 1901, 
Bishop Charles B. Galloway presidin 
So it will be seen Macon has ente! 
tained ten sessions of the two Georgia 
conferences, which is 2 larger number 
than any other Georgia city. 

At the session of the Georgia con- 
ference held in Athens in 1852, Dr. John 
B. McGehee, who !s now completing a 
well-rounded quadrennium as "pastor 
at Oglethorpe, was admitted on trial, 
and at the session of the conference In 
Macon, 1853, made his first report to 
an annual conference body. For sixt! 
one years, this hero of the cross h 
an undroken record of valiant and ef 
fective service for God and humanity. 
Aftey 60 years, when he comes again 
to the same city and to the same 
church to make his annual report, he 
will be heard with special interest. 

Sketch of Dr. Ainsworth. 

Dr. William Newman Ainsworth, the 
pastor of Mulberry street church,’ Ma- 
con, and the host of the South Geor- 
gla conference, is a son of a Methodist 
Parsonage. He was born at Camilla, 
February 10, 1872, during the pastorate 
there of his lamented father, Rev. J. 
T. Ainsworth, who was for ‘years an 
honored member of our conference. 

He has had the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity conferred upon him by 
Emory college and the University of 
Georgia. He was a delegate to the 
world's missionary conference in New 
York in 1900: to the inter-church con- 
ferénce on federation in 1905; to the 
Edindurgh missionary conference, in 
1910, and to the Ecumenical confer- 
ence in Toronto in 1911, and was a 
member of the general conferen of 
1906 and 1910. He led the delegation 
in the election of clerical delegates 
from our conference to the general 
conference of 1910, and ran ahead, for 
séme time, of Bishop J. H. MeCoy In 
the election of the Episcopacy at the 
last session of the general conference. 
It is freely predicted that he will be 
elected a bishop of our church at the 
general conference in Oklahoma in 
May in 191 or at the next session 
of the general confererce at which an 
election to the Episcopacy is held. 

Mulberry Street church has enjcyed 
a year of phenomenal prosperity un 
der Dr. Ainsworth’s pastorate. He ts 
preaching to a packed auditorium each 
Sabbath, and plans are being formu~ 
lated for the erection of a new 
church edifice.

Let Us Consider the Man Problem; 
It Is More Important Than Ours 


YES, WOMAN’S PLACE 1S IN THE HOME-—-IF SHE HAS ONE 


Whether or not John Smith, the 
eligible bachelor of every community, 
votes or not, he is in danger of having 
his peace of mind and calm existence 
interrupted. The “Man Problem” 
exists just as spectacularly as the 
“Woman Problem;” is just as com- 
plex, and is apt to break out at any 
time. 

There is not as much being said 
about it as there is about the Woman 
Problem in papers and magazines, be- 
cause the majority of these are edited 
by men, who naturally Tike to be 
analytical about women, work out 
their problems for them, and decide 
what is to be done about them all. 

As surely as there is that element 
of men who go about the world prat- 
ing about the fact. that women 
should be married and in the 
home, not working in offices and 
elsewhere, not becoming lawyers, 
doctors, or wage earners, just 
so surely there is a growing organiza- 
tion of women who are questioning 
what right so many men have rot 
marrying and making homes for wom- 
en; not attending to their business as 


voters, and not lying up generally to| 
the law as written and unwritten per? 


taining to men as protectors. 


SURE HER PLACE 
IS IN THE HOME. 

Essentially the place of woman is 
in the home, the presiding genius of 
it, the maker and beautifier of it, but 
just as essentially is the man’s place 
in the home and the builder and pro- 
tector of it. 

Unless he builds or makes possible 
the home, and becomes the protector 
of it, how is the woman to become the 
helpmate and perform her functions 
there? 

No less than a dozen times in the 
last year men have gone out of their 
way to get into print with the noble 
sentiment that the place of woman is 
in the home as the home maker; that 
she has no place in the great world of 
activity; that she should be kept out 
of it. 

In eight of the cases (the statistics 
secured through the casual investiga- 
tion of a man who {s married) the 
men Who thus chivalrously would have 
women refrain from earning wage and 
find homes some way or other, wheth- 
er they have them or not, are them- 
selves married. In every one of the 
eight cases the men have married 
women of means—women who have 
by inheritance the money which 
makes these men comfortable, and no 
doubt warms up their ideals about 
woman in the home to the point where 
hey forget there is such a thing as a 
female widow and a female orphan, 
and that thera are many deserving 
women who have no-account hus- 
bands, decrepit fathers and worthless, 
selfish brothers, who do not contribute 
one cent to the support or comfort of 
the female members of their family. 
And more important are the economic

conditions which have pushed women 
to be wage-earners. . 

Now, it is far more agreeable to 
write on the more constructive line of 
the men who are good, who are pro- 
tectors and noble supporters of home, 
who sacrifice their lives looking to the 
women of the family and their com- 
forts; but so often now is every effort 
of the wage-earning woman or the 
public-spirited woman obstructed by 
the suggestions of groups of men who 
cry out against woman being any- 
where but in the home, it is but just 
to the self-respecting, self-supporting 
woman to have her opportunity to 
question some phases of the Man 
Problem. 


WHAT SHOULD THESE 
WOMEN HAVE DONE? 


No phase of the south's history since 
the war presents a more beautifully 
dramatic chapter than the courage of 
the women when, losing all. they were 
compelled in many cases not only to 
earn bread for themselves, but for their 
children—their little tear-filled eyes 
never seeing the father's face after the 
day they saw him leave in the uniform 
{ gray never to return. 

What were those women to do? 
Where would the present generation of 
he south have been if these women had 
withheld themselves from the work 
which it was necessary for them to do 
|to, support ther children? 
| They went forth and did thei 
nobly. They taught in schools, 
and south; they became the pione 
writers on ‘the country's press and cor 
tributed to magazines. They — we: 
among the first to dignity the profe 
lsion of trained nursing. They sewed 

nd embroidered and painted; they be- 
came clerks and secretartes ‘and were 
sought for in the government depart- 
ments in Washington, and though the 
state of Georgia has denied to women 
the privilege of practicing law when 
admitted to the bar, they are not 
barred from practicing medicine in 
Georgia—these wives and daughters 
and granddaughters of the greatest men 
this nation ever has or ever will pro- 
duce. 


A NOTABLE 
PARADOX 


I have often notived that wh 
hear of a gentle woman who is earning 
her Wage adopting the more domestic 
Pursuits of catering or sewing or even 
keeping house for others, they seem 
to think it noble and praiseworthy, but 
when they hear of the women who want 
to practice law or medicine, who are 
{filling positions on papers and on 
|statt of magazines, when they hear of 
|them urging some reform or saking for 
Hegislation that will further higher 
civHization in the state, the chivalrous 
cry goes out “all women should be in 
the home. 

Yes, that is true, all women should 
be in a home, but all women may not 
have homes. And even those why have 
homes may have had to go out 
work and provide those homes for 
themselves. 

The truth is the home is not neces- 
sarily the four walls of a house where a

HAS HARD GT 


Yale Bulldogs Have Never 
Been Defeated By a Har- 
vard Team On the Lat- 
ter’s Stadium. 


By Edward Bushnell. 

Philadelphia, November 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There now remain of the 1913 
football season but three big inter- 
collegiate games. On Saturday Har- 
vard and Yale end their season in the 
Crimson’s in what promises 
to be a sensational battle. On Thanks- 
giving day Pennsylvania and Cornell 
Brapple in the Quakers’ stadium at 
Franklin Field, when Cornell this 
make one last effort to redeem this 
season's disasters. Two days later 
the Army and Na with what are 
probably the strongest teams in their 
history, will meet on the Polo Grounds 
in New York. 

The greatest Interest will be attach- 
ed to the Harvard-Yale battle. In ad- 
dition to an intense desire to win each 
team Is actuated by another motive. 
Yale is desperate to win in order to 
end a poor season with some sort of 
credit to herself and likewise to main- 
tain hersrecord of never having been 
beaten by Harvard in the Crimson’s 
stadium. Harvard, on the other hand, 
wishes to demonstrate that Yale Is not 
invincible at Cambridge and then to 
roll up the biggest score that a Crim- 
son team ever made against the Ells. 
Away back in 1901, Harvard beat Yale 
by the score of 22-0, That was Yale's 
worse defeat and was brought! bout 
by Harvard's terrible tandem tackle's 
back attack. The same attack beat 
Pennsylvania at the same year 33-6. 

Elis Hopeful. 

The result of the Harvard-Prince- 
ton game in which the Crimson won by 
the bare score of 3-0, a drop kick by 
Brickley, the Elis have strong hopes 
of yet winning this game. Three years 
ago their team was counted down and 
out, weaker even than the 1913 eleven, 
yet the Yale men rallied and held Har- 
vard to @ score of 0-0.

How to Kill Them. 

For destroying the crickets poison 
baits have been used with good re- 
sults. Arsenate of lead may be used 
Jn proportion of three pounds to fifty 
gations of water 2¢ paris gfeen in 

‘oportion of one-half ounce to a 
ucket of water. Mash made of bran, 
corn meal and cotton seed meal with 
this polson incorporated, and placed 
in the fields where the cricketa feed 
will attract them, and the eating of 
it kills them. Care must be taken 
to see that no animals run at large 
that would be tempted by the bait for 
& few weeks after it is put out, as 
otherwise they would. be sure to be 
poisoned. 

It is only in the spring that the 
crickets fly to any great extent, Dur- 
ing April, especially on warm, 
|moist nights, they leave the earth in 
swarms. A brilliant light placed over 
a tub partly filled with water covered 
over with ‘oil, will serve as a death 
[trap ¢o all abtracted. Bonfires are 
equally effective and will attract them 
from a greater area. Sulphur placed 
in the drills along with the seed will 
act as a repellant, as the crickets do 
not like It.

The little cabin, which is 6 feet above 
the aeroplane boat suspended below by 
light wood stanchions, Is closed in with 
thin. but strong cypress walls, in 
weight light as paper, but in strength 
equal to metal. Over this will be a 
covering of silk, which will make the 
cabin airtight and water-tight. The 
cabin Is 27 feet long, § feet 6 inches 
wide amidships and 6 feet 4 inches 
deep, giving ample space for the en- 
gines, steering apparatus and the crew. 

There are three Emerson aeroplane 
engines made especially for Captain 
Butson’s machine, installed in the cen- 
ter of the cabin, | Each has a capacity 
of 120-horsepower. They are installed 
separately, but can be turned into use 
ag they are needed, the three having a 
total of 360-horsepower. : 

Each engine has six cylinders. and 
their drive wheels will make 1,000 rev- 
olutions a minute. When all three 
engines are running there will be 38, 
000 explosions at the exhausts every 
minute, Through the length of the 
cabin floor runs the main shaft. pro- 
jecting a short distance forward and 
astern. At each end of this shaft a 
mighty propeller, 11 feet in diameter, 
will whirl the machine through space 
to its destination. 


Six Pairs of Wings. 

The craft will be fitted with six 
pairs of wings, None of these has 
been put on yet, but they are all cov- 
ered, It required three times as much 
work to make them gs it does to make 
the ordinary aeroplane wings. They are 
covered with the regulation aeroplane 
cloth, which will be treated with a 
preparation that will make them air- 
tight and shea water. The same will 
be done with its tail. Four pairs of 
the wings will be attached at elther 
side of the cabin, and the remaining 
two pairs will be attached below at 
either side of the water-tight, unsink- 
able boat. 

Besides the engines the steering ap- 
paratus will, of course, be located in 
the cabin at the forward end. A seat 
will be provided for the mot, directly. 
facing a transparent enclosed front, 
so that he may see what is below, 
above or straight ahead of him. Di- 
rectly in front of him will be the 
steering wheel, while within easy reach 
on either ‘side will e the 
levers controlling the wings and 
tail. Overhead in the cabin ts 
the auxiliary gasoline tank and 
an air tank, Under the floor is 
the main gasoline tank, with a capac-

ity of 459 gallons. This is a suffi- 
elent quantity of fuel to run the mi 
chine continuously for two days. 

Much consideration has been given 
to every detail of the machine's con- 
struction. While the greatest part of 
it is the lightest but strongest wood, 
there is not gne knotty piece. |The 
wings spires are of silver spruce, and 
are each made of thirteen pieces tight- 
ly put together. All of the metal 
parts, excluding the engines, are of a 
specially prepared aluminum, There 
is a network of wires at the bow 
and stern, each wire having Its dis- 
tinct function. Each strand of this 
wire has been tested and will support 
13.000 pounds, while the greatest pres- 
gure that can possible come upon any 
one of them is 2,000 pounds. 


Differs From Other Machines. 


For years Captain Batson has been 
studying every point of construction 
of his hydro-aeroplane, and no possi- 
ble situation that might occur while 
the machine is in flight has been ove 
looked. As a result he has built a 
machine, different from any other. The 
machine's total weight is 5.000 pounds, 
while its lifting capacity at a conserva- 
tive estimate is 9.000 pounds. It can 
leave the water while moving at the 
rate of 60 miles an hour, and in the 
air attain a speed of over 100 miles

an hour. Its maximum speed with all 
three engines running probably will be 
far greater than the Inventor claims. 

In ascending, the Batson hydro-aere- 
|plane will not point its nose upward, 
nor downward in descending. Its as- 
cent or descent will be brought about 
by the manipulation of the wings and 
itail, and the machine itself will always 
maintain an even keel. Once the Ba 
|son craft has left the water two of Its 
engines can be cut off and one will 
run it, ¥et, by using twelve wings 
on his machine Captain Batson hae ai 
ticipated the possibility of his machine 
|stopping in midair. When the propel- 
llers have ceased turning, naturally, the

GREAT EXPANSION 
OF CORN CLUB IDEA 


Campbell Says Government Is 
Extending Work to Oats, 
Hay, Pigs, Live Stock. 


Upon his return from Washington 
Saturday, where he has been attend- 
ing a convention composed ‘of officials 
of ‘agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment stations, J. Phil Campbell, rep- 
resentative in Georgia of the United 
(States department of agriculture, 
brought interesting and important in- 
formation with regard to the extension 
of the corn club work in this state. 

Mr. Cempbell helt a conference with 
Secretary Walter G. Cooper and Chair- 
man H. G. Hastings, of the corn show 
committee of the. Atlanta Chamber of 
‘Commerce, at which he outlined the 
new and greatly enlarged work under- 
taken by the national department in 
co-operation with the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture. 

The plan involves the extension of 
the corn club work go as to include 
not only corn, but oats, hay, cotton, 
pigs and live stock. 

Already a government agent, J. E. 
Downing, who came here from low: 
the famous pig growing state, is o 
ganising pig clubs in Georgia, recruit- 
Ing the membership from the corn 

while’ the corn clubs will also 
furnish the membership of the boys’ 
rotation clubs which are to grow other 
products and in which the age limit 
has been raised from 18 to 21 years. 

Zattle and live stock raising will go 
hand n hand with the new work,, just 
as it can be developed. The State'Col- 
lege of Agriculture is already actives 
ly working on the live stock problem, 
{and only a short time ago Professor 
Jarnagan arranged to bring a carload 
of Percheron mares to Georgla for 
the farmers of Telfair county. Thi 
particular work, begun a few veal 
ago by V. L. Collier, of Pike county, 
has already resulted in a Percheron 
colt show. 

To Make Three Crops. 

Under the new plan those of the 
corn club boys who go into the roti 
tion clubs will make three crops on 
two acres. :

White, pastor of the Second 
Baptist church of Atlanta, denies that 
axsertion, He thinks women must havo 
the elective franchise to be able t 
vote and act intelligently. Women, as 
a rule, are not the Ignorant creatures 
that some people would like for us to 

lieve. sides that, we believe :f 
ignorant men, White men, black men, 
foreigners and men of all kinds except 
lunatics, criminals. idiots, minors and 
aliens have been permitted to vote and 
hold office all these years since the 
United States of America became a re- 
publican government, It is too late to 
draw the line on the ignorant women 
who will surely have the responsibil- 
ity thrust upon them, as it was thrust 
upon the ignorant ex-slave men of the 
south, 

Seeking Responsibility. 

The suffragists are seeking responsi- 
bility and at the same time they are 
posting themselves on the things the 
daily papers carry, and what they con- 
sider the political rights of women. 
‘They do not think It 1s an Insolence for 
them to ask for the political responsi- 
bility which has been conferred so 
freely and willingly on Tom, Dick and 
Harry, and the negro men ‘who were 
ignorant, but are getting bravely over 
it, since they learned to read the con- 
stitution of the United States after 
1968, when they were enfranchised by 
the fifteenth amendment to the const!- 
tution. The enfranchisement of women 
will not be delayed, because there are 
some who do not study political econ- 
omy and do not say, with avowed suf- 
fragists, “I want to vote bacuse I can 
get what rightfully belongs to me as a 
citizen by the use of the little toal— 
the ballot.”

The Political Rights of Women

Suffrage Convention st. Washington 

The national convention ts always 
the most important event of the year 
to the organized suffragists. Parades, 
pageants, hikes and other forms of 
propaganda are more likely to catch 
the attention of the general public— 
indeed, they are organized just for 
that purpose—but the convention is 
primarily for the inspiration and edu- 
cation of the suffrage workers them- 
selves. To be sure, Washington and 
the first week in December have been 
selected for this year's convention be- 
cause the presence of so many wom- 
en who are voters, and so mahy who 
want to vote, is expected to have a 
stimulating effect on the memories of 
those congressmen who, having con- 
centrated their attention on the tar- 
iff and currehey reform, may have for- 
gotten that a suffrage amendment ‘s 
pending. 

Possible Effeeh on Congress. 

It is hoped that a number of sena- 
tors and representatives will find time 
to attend sessions of tha convention 
But whether they do or not (the first 
of December is the day on which the 
new congress convenes and will there- 
fore be a busy time) the wives and 
daughters of many of them will take 
an active part in the convention. 

New Constitution to Be Discussed. 


From ah organization standpoint the 


most important work of the present 
convention, will be the vote on the 
new constitution which will be 

posed by a committee of which Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, the international 
president, is chatrman, This constl- 
tution, if adopted, will put the na- 
tional association on a firm business 
basis. It provides for the adoption by 
the convention of a plan of work for 
the national and a budget; also for 
the assumption of financial’ responsi- 
hility: sufficient to caver the budget 
by the affillated auxiliary and asso- 
ciate members which are the constitu- 
ent parts of the national association. 
The old way has been for the conven- 
tion to decide that the national should 
maintain headquarters, publish Hter- 
ature, carry on a press bureau, help 
In the state campaigns and in general 
keep up the work of a great associa- 
tion. Then the various state associa- 
tions and Individuals have pledged 
whatever they have felt they could 
afford to the support of the work, but 
the amount raised has never been 
enough for the year's necessary ex- 
penses. In brief the officers of the 
national assoication have been made 
responsible for a certain amount of 
work, but have not been given the 
money for doing it. The result has 
been much time and energy taken from 
propaganda work and devoted to 
money-raising. This also meant les 
economy in the end than if the offi 
cers had been able to make long con- 
tracts_for rent. printing. organizers, 
ete. The new constitution, the com- 


mittee claims, will make taxation ab- 


solutely dependent on and copsistent 
with representation. 


Prominent Figures at Convention. 


To those who attend the public 
meetings only, and to many of the dele- 
ates, the greatest interest of the con- 
vention will as usual be found in the 
presence of many women who are well 
known, not only as suffragists but also 
as leaders in their professions and in 
every kind of social reform. Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, president of the 
tlon, will of course preside at all the 
Dusiness sessions and at most of the 
public meetings. Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt and Miss Jane Addams will make 
two of the most Important addresses, 
and almost every state will send its 
President as well as the full number 
of delegates to which it 1s’ entitled. 
Senator Helen Ring Robinson, of Colo- 
rado, account fall to convince her hear- 
ers at the Sunday mass meeting that 
the ballot has given great power as 
well as dignity to the women of Col- 
orado. The measures passed In Colo-

Ilinols Vietory Celebrated. 

The greatest enthusiasm of the con- 
vention will doubtless be aroused on Il- 
linois night when the women who are 
given most credit for the passing of 
the partial suffrage bill in that state 
will speak. They are Mrs. Catherine 
Waugh McCulloch, Mrs. Ella Stewart, 
and the four members of the so-called 
suffrage lobby Mrs. Grace Wilbur 
Trout, Mrs. Antoinette Funk, Mrs.

Booth. Mrs. Joseph Tilton Bowen is 
another Illinois woman who will take 
an important part in the convention, 
Mrs. Bowen will be in charge of one of 
the most educational sessions of the 
convention. That evening Judge Ol- 
sen will tell of the establishment of 
the court of domestic relations in Chi- 
cago; Judge Mack will describe the 
Chicago juvenile court which has 
served as the model of juvenile courts 
of all countries; Miss Maude Miner, 
secretary of the’ New York probation 
commission, will speak on the night 
court of New York and of the proba- 
tion work connected with it, and Miss 
Katherins Bement Davis wiil describe 
conditions and methods at Bedford re- 
formatory for women. 

The Congressional Committee. 

Almost as great as the rejoicing 
over the victory last June in [Illinois 
will be the enthusiasm over the vic- 
tory which is this year expected in 
congress—namely the submission of the 
suffrage amendment to the several 
states. For many years Susan B, An- 
thony regularly spent her winters in 
Washington to further the Interests of 
a suffrage amendment.
